FROM: RAYMOND MORRIS, LANDLORD OF THE "UNICORN", DEDDINGTON 

During the summer we have had two visits from Muriel Course who is now a very active 
93 year old. Muriel's memory is quite amazing. She came to Deddington in 1917 with her 
father and mother, Bob and Laura Kersey, who took over the Unicorn. Previously they 
had kept the Wykham Arms, Sibford Gower, the Elephant & Castle, Bloxham and the Red 
Lion, Adderbury. They kept the Unicorn until Laura's déath in 1932 when Muriel helped 
her father for 2 years. They left in 1934 and lived in the cottage at the corner of 
the Bull Ring and "the little road between Bull Ring and Earls Lane”. 

Muriel's father Bob was a keen motor mechanic and Muriel remembers riding her first 
motorbike at the age of 14 and driving a model-T Ford at 16. She had a friend Mary 
Gardener and together they organised dancing lessons in what is now the Unicorn 
function room, at 1ls.6d. each - it was apparently very well attended. 

Muriel well remembers the layout of the Unicorn before various stages of alteration 
over the years and was able to describe it to us as it was in her time. She told many 
tales of Deddington and its people but I was fascinated by her story of the Bristol 
fighter aircraft which crash landed in Clifton in 1917/18. The police guarded the 
aircraft and the pilot came back and stayed at the Unicorn. Aircraft engineers came 
from Witney and repaired the aircraft whereupon Muriel accompanied the pilot back to 
Clifton to see him off. Another aircraft landed on the meadow and the pilot invited 
Muriel to go up for a ride. They flew along the River Cherwell towards Oxford and 
viewed the city fromthe air. She claims to be the first woman to fly in Oxfordshire. 
Muriel would be pleased to hear from anyone who knew her or her family. [MR MORRIS

THE WAY WE WERE 


DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO by Buffy Heywood 
150 years ago the Rev Cotton Risley was Vicar of Deddington and a local Magistrate. 
He wrote up his diary every day, and all those that survive are in the Bodleian 
Library in Oxford. The volume covering March-Sept 1843 is missing, but the following 


are extracts fram the month of October 1843. 


3RD OCTOBER - A young recruit from 
Worton paid his “smart' money, as it is 
called, to get released from his 
enlistment, £1-4-0d. I walked up to the 
Church and assisted in raising the 
three remaining new beams of the roof 
of the nave. 

15TH OCTOBER - We recommenced (I 
rejoice to write it) Divine Service in 
our own Church which had been closed 
for five Sundays in consequence of the 
entire roof of the nave having been 
restored with new oak and lead, the old 
roof having been in a state of perfect 
rottenness. 

16TH OCTOBER ~ Two boys from Duns Tew 
found guilty of stealing apples from 
the Vicar. Mr Malcolm. I convicted them 
in the sum of 10/-d. each including 


costs and penalty, or go to prison for 
14 days. [A HUGE FINE IN 1843 - EDS] 
21ST OCTOBER - Our annual Court Leet or 
Baron was held today at the Kings Arms 
as usual. 

23RD OCTOBER - Robert went with the 
young Turners and Churchills to see a 
Travelling Panorama at the Odd Fellows 
Lodge room this evening. 

25TH OCTOBER - Talked about the use of 
applying to the Poor Law Commissioners 
to allow us to change our Union House 
from Woodstock to Banbury. 

27TH OCTOBER - Someone sent me the 
Bishop of Salisbury’s sermon preached 
at the opening of Marlborough College, 
or School, in August last. I signed a 
Poor Rate for Deddington Parish.
